Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclosed a hologram retention method that is comprised of reproducing 
information recorded as a first hologram in an optical recording medium by irradiating a beam, receiving 
a reconstructed beam diffracted from the first hologram and determining whether an intensity of the 
reconstructed beam has decreased to a predetermined value or less. When the intensity of the 
reconstructed beam has decreased to the predetermined value or less, subsequently re-recording and 
retaining the reproduced information, obtained from the reconstructed beam, in the optical recording 
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medium as a second hologram. In a different embodiment, the sub-sequent re-recording and retaining 
step is performed when the number of times of reproduction of the information from the predetermined 
position has exceeded a predetermined value.
